The prior art does not disclose or suggest an embossing system for embossing and 
perforating a web comprising two embossing rolls having embossing elements which define 
perforate nips and wherein at least a portion of the perforate nips are substantially oriented in the 
cross-machine direction. The prior art lacks teaching or suggestion for providing the perforate 
nips and/or orienting the perforate nips in the cross-machine direction.
